He was senior geneticist at the 
Institute of Genetics in Moscow 
for four years from 1933, and went 
to Indiana university in 1945 from 
Amherst college where he was head 
of the zoology department.

Polish ‘Forced 


Adds to Hostility in Britain 


By Frank Swanson 


LONDON. -— Foreign Minister 
Bevin's policy of extending a wel- 
eoming hand to 200,000 Polish troops 
was hanging heavily upon British 
eonsclences Friday. 

Fresh frel was added to the fire 
Of controversy when the Polish 
charge d'affaires issued a statement 
@lleging Polish soldicrs who had 
expressed a desire to @6 home are 
being deliberately detailed by their 
eommanding officers for mine- 
clearing and agricultural work and 
@re being paid only 30 cents a day 
for their labor. 

According to officials of the Polish 
@Ombassy, soldiers who show reluc- 
tance to undertake this work have 
been threatened with postponement 
of their repatriation. 

Public Opinion Hostile 


The whole issue of Poles in 
Britain has been one of the most 
troublesome to confront the already 
harassed and over-worked foreign 
@ecretary. The matter has not been 
helped by a marked trend of hos- 
tility toward Poles in public opinion 
which has been reflected in the 
eorrespondence columns of most 
Dewspapers, 

A large mumber of Britons feel 
the already overcrowded and strictly 
rationed nation is no place for such 
@ large body 
to settle, althoungh many feel a 
@reat debt of gratitude to the Poles 
for the part they played in the 
war, particularly to Polish fliers who 
fought in the battle of Britain. 

Public opposition was registered 
@uring some plain speaking at the 
trades unior congress meeting where 
delegates made charges that the 
Polish corps represents “nothing less 
than maintenance here of military 
¢éadres and a propaganda machine,” 

Raise “Fascist” Cry 

Many speakers went further. Some 
eharged the Poles were “Fascists” 
and that their presence was unde- 
sirable in view of a not over-bright 
record while they were stationed 
in Scotland in the war. 

Alleged “pressure” referred to by 
the Polish charge d'affaires is cer- 
tainly not in keeping with official 
British intentions. The present rate

is unknown. Ontario and Quebec have not 


indicated any desire to deal; rather the con- | 


trary. 


New Brunswick, limited in area and in | 


resources, is one of the provinces which will 
require substantial help from the federal 
treasury if its people are to enjoy social ser- 
vices on a scale in keeping with those else- 
where, It could not afford to forego provin- 
cial taxing powers unless it receives equival- 
ent, or better than equivalent, grants from 
the Dominion treasury. 

While the terms of the agreement have 
not been made known, they are apparently 
satisfactory to the government cf New Bruns- 
wick. No arrangement on a less favorable 
basis could be justified to the taxpayers, and 
the ministers are bv no means likely to have 
accepted anything less, 

If New Brunswick is able to make an 


advantageous financial arrangement with the | 


Dominion, wealthier provinces can surely do 
so. Provided they do not take a wholly sel- 
fish view, and are practically interested in 
helping to raise standards in less favored 
members of confederation, 

In the cases of Ontario and Quebec the 
question is whether they are willing to share 
with other provinces the taxation revenue 
which they collect on business done and 
wealth produced in these areas, If they con- 
tinue to refuse, they are in prospect of put- 
ting themselves in a position of isolation, 
neither “splendid” nor in the long run profit- 
able, 


Good Appointments 

The elevation of Judge J. Boyd McBride 
to the bench of the supreme court of Alberta 
will afford satisfaction to those who recog- 
nize that merit and integrity should be the 
basis of judicial appointments. 

Mr, Justice McBride was admitted to 
the bar of this province in 1912 and car- 
ried on a distinguished private practice un- 
til he was made a judge of the district court 
in 1944, 


He is a past president of the Edmon- | 


ton and District Bar Association and of the 


Edmonton Chamber of Commerce, and has | 


headed both the Burns club and the Ed- 
monton Golf and Country club. 

The elevation of Mr, Justice G. B. O’Con- 
nor to the appellate division will be received 
with equal enthusiasm, 

Mr. Justice O'Connor has one of the 
keenest legal minds in the West and his 


decisions on the trial division were sound | 


and thoughtful. 

Appointment of Mr, J. H. Sissons to the 
bench of the district court at Lethbridge 
is also announced. Judge Sissons is a long 
time resident of Grande Prairie, has won a 
distinguished place in the legal profession, 
and formerly represented the Peace River 
constituency in the House of Commons, 


Sugar Rations 

Two feet of snow last week threatened 
beet-growers in southern Alberta with the 
loss of enough beets to yield 25,000,000 
pounds of sugar. The loss will be reduced 
should the snow disappear and the beets be 
found unharmed. 

In any case, consumers need not get al- 
armed at a prospective cut in the sugar 
rations. Canada, the United States and Brit- 
ain formed a sugar poo! in war days, which 
still exists, Under this arrangement each 
obtains whatever amount of sugar it can 
from home sources or abroad, and they 
share up in an agreed ratio. 

Should loss occur in Alberta's produc- 
ing area, the shortage would not be all 
borne b? Canadian consumers, but in meas- 
ure would fall upon the other partners in 


the pool. Canadians alone consume well over | 
1,000,000,000 pounds of sugar per year, A | 
loss of 25,000,000 pounds spread over the | 


three countries would not be at all serious. 

Home production in fact makes up only 
about 15 per cent of the sugar consumed in 
Canada. A possible shrinkage of 25 per cent 
of the output from one Canadian producing 
area would make little difference in the pro- 
portion of the national supply which has to 
be brought from outside sources, 


The Art of Understanding 


The audience of a popular Canadian 
radio program last week heard about a 
gentleman of Springfield, O., who has launch- 
ed a movement in that community having as 
its aim the creation of better understanding 
amongst people. 

The technique of the movement is to 
encourage the intervisiting at churches; Cath- 
olics to look in at Protestant churches and 
vice versa; Methodists to visit Baptists, Ep- 
iscopalians to attend Christian Science con- 
gregations, and so on until everyone has 
made the rounds and everybody understands 
everybody else better than before. 

Perhaps “theory” is not quite the word 
if that part of the narrative is true which 


has it that the scheme has sc far been at- 
tended by success, 

But it goes farther, Christians, it is 
said, are to be found in Jewish synagogues, 
Jews in the Christian churches, and if there 
were a Moslem mosque in the community 
both Jews and Christians would be there and

Labor Backs a Fallacy

The Trades and Labor Congress 
of Canada has decided to make a 
practica) issue of the proposition 
that wages should be generally 
raised in Canada and can be rais- 
ed without increasing prices | 

This theory, formally adopted by 
the congress at its recent conven- 
| tion, deserves to be examined both 
jin its theoretical and _ practical 
terms, In theory, wages can be rais- 
ed, without raising prices, only if 
jindustry can absorb this increase 
out of existing profits, or if the pro- 
ductivity of labor, the output of the 
average worker per hour, increases 
enough to cover the increased wage 
And neither of these conditions ex- 
ists in Canada today, 

If the proposition of the Trades 
and Labor Congress is not sound 
in theory, it is denied by practical 
experience with precisely the same 
|proposition in the United States. 
There, the theory now expounded 
by the Canadian labor unions was 
| accepted by the government last 
autumn—it determined to raise 
wages generally to prevent a sud- 
den loss of public purchasing pow- 
er and a diastrous deflation, and it 
|raised them in the belief that no 
{serious price increase would fol- 
| low. 

The results of the experiment are 
jnow familiar, Price increases in- 
stantly followed wage increases 
and the average cost of living rose 
|between February and August of 
this year from the index figure of 
129.5 to 144, the prewar cost be- 
tween 1935 and 1939 being taken 
‘at the figure of 100, Thus, in half 
a year, the theory that wages can 
rise without raising prices pro- 
duced and advance of 14.5 per cent 
in living costs,

The American experience can be 
further gauged by a chart showing 
the course of prices now and in 
the same period ‘after the first 
World War, The two lines on the 
graph to date have followed each 
other upward in a remarkable par- 
allel, and today the increase in pric- 
es is only about five per cent be- 
low the increase at a similar point 
in 1919, even despite the present 
efforts to control it. Starting at 
this point after the last war, Ameri 
can prices shot upward suddenly 
reaching their peak in June, 1920 
and then collapsed in the first 
postwar depression, 

The real question today is whe- 
ther this upward surge and the in- 
evitable downward swing of defla- 
tion aud depression are to occur 
again 

We are witnessing in the United 
States a struggle to prevent this 
process. When the American gov- 
ernment yielded on wagas and on 
prices last February it called its 
retreat merely a “bulge” in the 
price line and it proposed to stab- 
lize at the new line of re

A relatively lively meeting of about 100 persons Thursday heard 22 candidates for 
aldermanic and school board

Sharp exchanges were few 
but several questions hurled at 
the bidders for local office 
showed concern over housing, 
retention of the five-cent street 
car fare, the paving of streets 
and extension of transportation 
to outlying districts. 

The last candidate was heard 
about three hours after the meet 
ing commenced, and many of those 
present left before 
ended. 


Mayor Harry Ainlay, (CDA) — 
Several new policies have been in- 
troduced during my term of office. 
We have taken steps toward a 40- 
liour week and most of our em- 
ployes are now on this, By next 
April, practically all our employes 
will be on the 40-hour week, 

Another innovation is the appoint- 
ment of an industrial commissioner, 
It is his business to make contacts 
for new businesses in Edmonton. 
Our population has increased ra 
pidly and besides the problem of 
housing, we may face some unem 
ployment unless we are able tu es 
tablish several industries here in 


the next few years, Already some 
progress has been made, and | 
have been negotiating with the 


federal government to get the use 


of the large warehouse buildings 
at the American railhead on 142 
Street, 


MANY SMALL industries would 
use these while waiting to establish 


permanent buildings. During the 
past 12 months a city ambulance 


has been purchased to be used in 
case of street accidents where am- 
bulance service is required, An- 
other forward step has been the 
appointment of an expert in land- 
scaping and horticulture, 

I believe that I have kept my 
promises made last year, or I have 
tried to do so. Last year I stated 
I was opposed to any increase in 
street railway fares, because jt was 
the working man’s automobile, | 
will oppose any increase during 
1947, When all the new services 
are installed and after a year's 
operation, it can be shown that the 
transportation system is operat- 
ing at a loss, I may be willing to 
reconsider, 


TRUE THE ANNUAL statement 
this year shows the system operated 
at a small deficit, but this is larg- 
ely due to the fact that very large 


reserves have been set aside for 
new equipment. During the past 
year we have reduced the light 


rates and also the gas rates so thal 
we now have the wethi gas rates 
on the North American continent 

When asked by a member of the 
audience if it would not be possible 
to have the city arrange matters 
so that residents of Alberta avenue 
would be able to pay light and 
water bills at a bank or some in- 
stitution in the district, the mayor 
replied that this matter had already 
come up for consideration with an 
eye to establishing the same in 
many other districts, 

Thomas J. Cairns (Independent)

OTTAWA—Although the Can- 
Adian farmer is paying more for a lot 
of things than he did a year ago, 
he and his brother farmers are ex- 
pected to take in about $1,000,000,- 
000 in net income this year 

That is lower than 1945, but it 
fs, between two and three times 
as much as Canadian farmers clear- 
ed in 1938. 

Statisticians, however, feel that 
farmers err considerably on the 
small side when it comes to report- 
ing their incomes. The income tax 
people are especially concerned in 
this phase of farm incomes 

For the 25 years, income tax paid 
by farmers has been anything but 
high compared with official figures 
of farm income. In 1941, for in- | 
stance, the last completa year for 
which figures are obtainable, only 
7,373 farmers of the 500,000 in Can- | 
ada paid any income tax. 

In that year, income tax was paid 
on as assessed $18,000,000. But gov- | 
ernment figures showed $597,000,000 | 
as the net income of farm operators. 
Such an obvious discrepancy could | 
not fall to attract the eye of the 
income tax department 

Highest point in Canadian farm | 
income was in 1944, when the net 
was $1,228,000,000 as compared with 
$387,000,000 in 1938. In 1945, the 
net income was $1,004,000,000. 


Sees Good Reason 
Equalized Rates 


MOOSE JAW, (CP)—W. 
Thatcher, C.C.F .member of par- 
liament for Moose Jaw, said here 
Wednesday night that if the federal 
government allows a 30 percent in- 
crease in freight rates “it will run 
the danger of meeting one of the 
strongest filibusters of western 
members which parliament has 
seen in years.” 

Mr. Thatcher said at a meeting 
of the Moose Jaw Trades and La- 
bor counci] that railway rates have 
not changed materially since 1937 
when local freight rates in the 
west were shown to be 46 to 70 
percent higher than in = central 
Canada, 

“It 1s probable that the railways 
can prove that their operating | 
costs have increased but if they 
must have increased revenue, surely 
westerners are reasonable in asking 
for a rate equalization rather than 
a general increase,” he said. 


U.K. Seeks Joint 
Defence Program 


LONDON, (CP)-—Prime Minister 
Attlee sald Wednesday in the com- 
mons that the government seeks 
full defence co-operation with the 
dominions and believes that im- 
provement in Commonwealth de- 
fence consultation machinery has 
been made possible. 

Outlining the government's new | 
defence plans, Mr. Attlee said the 
government desired exchange of | 
information and concerted action 
with Commonwealth plans with 
the dominions. If the dominion | 
governments accepted the suggestion 
for Maison officers being exchanged | 
with the United Kingdom, they 
would be kept in the closest pos- | 
sible touch with the United King- 
dom staff. 


‘Little Black Sambo’ 
Creator Is Dead 


NEW YORK, (CP)—The creator 
of “Little Black Sambo’—fictional 
character dear to millions of chil- 
aren—is dead. 

She was Mrs, Helen Bannerman, 
futhor and origina] illustrator of 
“The Story of Little Black Sambo,’ 
a tale of a little black boy who 
lost his fanciest finery to four 
tigers but got it back when they 
turned into butter. 

A letter from Mrs, Bannerman’s 
daughter-in-law in Scotland to a 
New York publishing firm revealed 
that the shy Scotswoman died at 
her home in Ediburgh Oct. 13. No 
Obituary notice was published and | 
there had been no previous word 
of her death, a check here showed 

“Little Black Sambo” is second 
only to Lewis Carroll's “Alice in 
Wonderland” as a children's classic 
and it has never been out of print 
since it appeared in England in 
1899. It has been translated into 
many foreign languages and mil- 
lions of copies of the book have 
been printed.

Your constant patronage 
during these years has definitely established this store, as your store— 
Edmonton's Own Store, 


From the earliest days, through the formative years and right down 
to the present, the store has served Edmonton and has been closely 
associated with progress and development, The policies that have been 
followed are very largely those of its founder, Mr. W. Johnstone Walker, 


Born and educated in Edinburgh, Scotland, while a young man Mr. W. 
Johnstone Walker went to South Africa, and after remaining there 
for several years, came to the conclusion it was not to his liking. 
Accordingly he turned his steps toward Canada, In due time, with 
his course pointed toward the West, he arrived in Edmonton in the 
accepted conveyance of the day, soon after the Rebellion of 1885 had 
been suppressed. 


Among Mr, Walker's close friends was Mr. John A, McDougall, and 
although operating a general store, he strongly urged Mr. Walker to 
enter the retail business as a competitor, assisting him to the extent 
of purchasing and marking or pricing his first stock of merchandise, 


The contract for the first store, which was part of M1: Walker's resi- 
dence, was let to K. A. McLeod, who later sponsored the building which 
pears his name and which stil) is the tallest building in this city, the 
McLeod Building. 


Work started soon after the contract was let on March 13, 1886, and by 
the latter part of October Jonnstone Walker's was open to the public, 


There was continued expansion of the business. The first annual sale 
commenced on January 12, 1891, and continued for 14 days. Thus was 
instituted one of the features in the life of the store. The first Anni- 
versary sale was introduced about 30 years ago and has been an out- 
standing event ever since, not only with the firm, but for Edmonton 
and the territory it serves. 


In September of 1891, Mr. Walker found it necessary to move to larger 
quarters and the business was established in the building which now 
houses the Power-Loney store. AS Mr. Walker bought considerable 
English goods in Manchester, he called the store the “Manchester 
House.” 


In 1902 a larger building again became necessary and construction of 
suitable premises took place on the site now occupied by National 
Home Furnishers. In subsequent years, several additions were made. 


Steady expansion called for another move to a larger store, and as 
the city moved westward, the firm obtained more central premises. 
As result, in March, 1915, the store moved to its present location at 
the south-east corner of Jasper Avenue and 102nd Street. Soon after a 
third storey was added and then an annex, now occupied by the 
Footwear Department. 


A long lease was obtained in 1920 on the Heiminck Block. adjoining 
the main building, which, provided the firm with a frontage on Jasper 
Avenue of 104 feet and 150 feet on 102nd Street. 


Mr. Walker relinquished control of the business in 1902 and since 
that time it has been under the management of Cecil Suther- 
land, who came to Edmonton as a small boy and joined the firm on 
May 2nd, 1896. Shortly before Mr. Walker's death, the company was 
re-organized, since which time it has been known as Juhnstone Walker 
Limited. 


In the fall of 1945, Mr. Sutherland’s son, Sydney, returned from six 
years overseas with the Canadian Army and has taken over the posi- 
tion of Assistant Manager, 


Continuity has been given by the long service of some members, No 
fewer than seven of the more than 100 employees have been with the 
firm for more than 25 years, The senior associate is E. E. Davies, buyer 
of piece goods and staples, and member of the firm, who has 43 years 
continuous service to his credit. 


Next in seniority of service is Fred V. Hollands, advertising manager 
and another member of the firm, who this year commemorates his 35th 
year. Miss Maude McGregor, buyer of corsets and lingerie has 34 years 
service, while John Hampton, shipper and building overseer 31 years, 
Miss Edith Maloy, buyer of women’s accessories and smallwares, Oliver 
Johnson, display manager, C. E. McClellan, Edward Searle, office 
manager, and Mrs, Bennie of our Ready-to-Wear department have 
more than 25 years to their credit. 


It is notable that the store has carried on through the reigns of five 
British sovereigns—Queen Victoria; King Edward VII; King George V; 
King Edward VIII, and King George VI. Since its silver anniversary, 
Johnstone Walker's has commemorated each anniversary with a rousing 
merchandising sale. 

During the war years, however, anniversary sales were discontinued, 
due to merchandising problems and the fact that they conflicted with 
Canada’s Victory Loan campaigns. With merchandise still in short 
supply the store is commemorating its Diamond Jubilee dedicating the 
occasion to Edmonton and Alberta. 


Edmonton and Johnstone Walker's store were small in 1886 compared 
to their stature in 1946. But the spirit which motivated Mr. Walker at 
the start and permeated the pioneers still burns brightly in both store 
and city, 

And on this auspicious Diamond Jubilee, Johnstone Walker Limited ex- 
tends to Edmonton and its citizens every good wish for continued pros- 
perity and hopes they may continue to march forward in the future, 
as they have in the past, always expanding and improving to make 
Edmonton a better place in which to live.

The 
average pig requires a year to reach 
this weight at a cost of about 1,600 
pounds of grain.
